The crime, was committed at Gar- 


ners, a little town five miles east of 
here, and the work was done with an 
ax.- The murderer, according to the 
story of little 7-year-old Laura Jones, 
who escaped with her younger sister, 
deliberately struck the mother four 
times aad then made two cuts into 
the body of the oldest child. He then 
fired the house and it was completely 
destroyed. 
The body of Ella Jones
